C IN C E Thomas A. Edison opened 
^ the 
first 
commercial 
electric 
light and power plant in New York 
City in 1882 the electrical industry 
has moved forward with enormous 
strides. Yet the industry is still in 
its infancy and the limits of its 
progress are not likely to be reached 
during the lifetime of anyone living 
today. 
With work being pushed on huge 
power projects that dwarf their 
predecessors, and with others equal­ 
ly huge being planned, one of the 
most promising fields for the young 
man eager to carve out a career lies 
in the transmission of electric power 
from its source to where it is to be 
used. Many of the great projects, 
planned or under construction, are 
in sparsely settled areas. Their 
maximum usefulness depends on 
the continued development of meth­ 
ods of transmitting their power to 
cities and towns perhaps hundreds 
of miles away. 
The half mile transmission lines 
of the 
1880’s have grown to a 
length of 250 to 300 miles. Can they 
be increased to still g r e a t e r 
lengths ? (Jan the load they carry be 
increased ? Can they carry their 
load more economically and with 
less loss on the way? These are 
some of the questions the transm is­ 
sion engineer must answer, and 
those who prove able to answer 
them are certain of outstanding suc­ 
cess in their careers.

Texas is the 
leadng b eef 
cattle 
state o f the Nation. 
The census o f 
J 935 showed that there were on T e x ­ 
as farm s 7,22 2 ,3 6 9 cattle, as com ­ 
par* d w ith 5 ,583, STI in 1930. 
As a 
breeder state, T exas has long been 
preem inent but it has been the prac­ 
tice to finish our cattle extensively 
in M idwestern 
States. 
There 
has 
been 
progress along breeder-feeder 
lines, but it w as slow’ until govern- 
m ent regulations, requiring farm ers 
to grow more feed stuffs, consider­ 
ably stim ulated the cattle finishing 
industry. 
It is estim ated that about 
500,000 cattle are being fed in Texas 
this year. 
Mr. W roe ow ns two farm s in Dim ­ 
mit county, Texas, including a total 
o f 2,OOO! acres. 
H is home place, La 
Laguna, is just northw est of A sher­ 
ton on the N uceeg river. 
Since 1918 
ho has been one o f Southw est T ex a s’ 
largest g row ers o f winter vegetables. 
At one tim e he was known as one of 
tho largest broccoli g r o w e r o f the 
United S ta tes and in 
1934 he had 
so m e JOO acres planted to this v eg e­ 
table. 
K now ing that Southw est T exas is 
one of the best cattle breeding sec­ 
tions of the state and that it is pos­ 
sible to grow’ h eavy crops o f ex cel­ 
lent feed stu ffs, Mr. W roe becam e 
interested 
in 
tho 
breed er-fceder 
movement and decided to conduct a 
rather? extensive experim ent in f i n - 1 
ishing range cattle for 
market 
on 
home grown feeds. 
He was given the full and enthu si­ 
astic cooperation o f Sam uel E. Mc­ 
k n ig h t, o f Carrizo Springs, one of J 
the oldest and host known Hereford 
operated large ranches in the Sonora I 
br* eders o f tho state.

Cattlem en w e r e ,pleased by the gain 
in weight and en erg y o f these bulls 
and they found a ready market, 26 i 
going to one ranch owner.

finishing 
experim ent

I watched by m any Southw est T exas | 
cattlem en and 
the 
result confirm s 
the belief that T exas cattle can be 
finished o ff on T exas grown grain 
and hay. 
An oustanding fact 
brought 
to 
light by the 1935 agricultural census, 
as it concerns Texas, is that the live 
stock industry has alm ost com plete­ 
ly 
overcom e 
the 
e ffe c ts 
o f 
the 
drought of 1933-34. 
There are more 
cattle on hand, and in much better 
condition, the most striking gain be­ 
ing in Dimmit county 
from 
8, IOO 
in 1930 to 4 7,000 in 1935. The value 
o f live stock in T exas in 1935 was 
near the four hundred million mark, 
an increase of one hundred fifty mil­ 
lion from 
the 
depression low 
in 
1935. 
B ecause o f the great forage crops 
raised in 
the .South 
T exas 
range 
country this past 
year, there 
has 
been more fa tten in g o f range cattle 
than has been known for years in 
this section. 
E xperim ents such 
as 
that conducted by Messrs. Wroe and 
McKnight will assist in the growth 
<>t 
the balanced farm ing movement 
in the W inter Garden section. Farm ­ 
ers in the San A ntonio trade terri­ 
tory have begun to rotate vegetables 
with feed crops, which they are mar- 
ke*:ng by feed in g 
to beef 
steers, 
d a ily cow s, pigs and poultry.

No animal can be checked in it* 
growth, no matter what its age may 
be, without 
being 
weakened 
and 
stunted more or less, and even if it 
has extra care afterwards, it is an 
exception if it ever attains the size 
which it naturally would have reach­ 
ed had its growth not been hindered. 
With all young stock, 
especially 
hogs and cattle the highest physical 
condition 
is 
essential 
for 
rapid 
growth. In getting a pig started right 
and keeping it thi ifty so as to make a 
profitable animal out of it, a good 
grass pasture is necessary. 
By hav­ 
ing the sow in a movable house when 
she farrows, the pigs can be given all 
the free range advantage. 
The ten­ 
der grass in the spring comes nearer 
the composition o f the mother’s milk 
than any ether product of the farm, 
an*l then when they are getting grass, 
they get * xvii i e which is essential 
in the pig’s life. 
Grass helps to pro- 
< uce a strong, bony, muscular frame, 
so a- to develop them into a condi­ 
tion for fouling corn in the fall; yet, 
grass must not be depended upon 
alone. 
Grain 
products are 
neces­ 
sary, but the grass supply should be 
continuous throughout the summer. 
It sets the pig back if the supply of 
gras- food fails in midsummer. 
In 
early fall when there is corn and 
other green stuff to take its place it 
does not effect them so much.

Contour farming is a fine way to 
reduce run-off ami erosion on slop­ 
ing fields, but strip cropping is even 
better, according to reports to th** 
Soil Conservation Servile. 
Strip crops on the contour not on­ 
ly retard run-off but in wert fields 
the close-planted crops take up the 
short, “ point” rows that result from 
variations in the contour. 
Very few 
fields l ave the same angles of con- j 
tour from one side to the other. 
An experiment in the Fouth show- ; 
d that land planted on the contour j 
to cotton alone lost IO times as much 
soil as a similar field strip cropped 
with cotton ami Oats. 
Land in cotton alone with rows up I 
and down hill lost --oil at the rate of j 
7 tons an acre and more than half j 
of its rainfall. 
The

land averaged only half a ton per j 
acre soil Joss and lost only a little of 
its rainfall. 
Strip c r a p in g is alternating strips * 
of close growing, many-rooted crops 
— such as grasses, legumes or small
